The proposed policies are inadequate to guarantee GE food safety and informed
consumer choice. Pre-market testing is necessary to document food safety and to disprove public
suspicions of corporate indifference. As “voluntary labeling” tacitly endorses non-labeling,
genetically engineered components would be untrackable should problems arise, and consumer
resentment at being disenfranchised will rise. The testing and labeling requirements of other
countries and the recommendations of scientific and consumer organizationsin the United States
should guide the Food and Drug Administration toward a strong stance on product safety and
consumer rights with respect to genetically engineered food.
